J. R. Speed, county agent, said 
today that he is looking for 
members for the 100-bushel corn 
club. 

To become a member of this 
club, he explained that a farmer 


= — 


must submit evidence of having | 


made 100 bushels or more on one 
acre, “If you believe you have 
done this it is time to arrange 
to check your yields,” Speed sald 

“Here is what is to be done: A 
committee of three farmers not 
interested in your crop is to 
check your measurements. We 
need to know if you think you 
can become a member so a com- 
mittee can be arranged. 

“The committee will measure 
the land then measure the corn 
yield by a method furnished by 
the County Agent. Ear counts 
will not be recognized. The com- 
mittee will certify to the mea- 
Surements and submit to the 
county agent. 

“If you think you will make 
100 bushels or more on an acre, 
let’s get it checked. We want 
every farmer in Coffee County 
who moekes 199 buehels or more 
per acre to be a member of the 
club,” he added.

els of corn per acre, 

Farmer Andrews says, “I have 
been planting this corn for 37 
years and making good yields 
with very little or no weevil 
damage.” Mr. Andrews could not 


recall the name of the corn. It 
could easily be called “Andrews 
Corn”. However, Mr. Andrews 


recells that this corn has been 
planted by Mr. Gus Whigham of 
Dale County, some 50 years or 
more. 

Mr. Andrews planted his corn 
in three foot rows and about 20 
inches in the drill. The corn was 
fertilized with 500 pounds of 4- 
10-7 and 100 C.S.M. and side- 
dressed with 400 pounds of am- 
monium nitrate and 200 pounds 
of nitrate of soda.

“Cooperate with your local 
forester and your neighbor by 
notifying them a few days before 
you burn,” says Speed. There is 
no gvod time to burn, but if you 
must burn, remember to plow 
around the area you plan to 
burn; then start your fire late 
in the afternoon on a still day.; 
Burn small areas at a time. 


“Sweet potatoes that are to be 
stored should be dug while the 
weather is still warm and the 
ground dry.” says J. R. Speed, 
County Agent. 


He points out that this will be 
late October in Coffee County. 
Sweet potatoes that have been 
chilled or those dug and stored 
while they are wet are much 
more likely to spoil in storage. 

“Another tip”, says Speed, “is 
that the maximum size for U. S. 
no. 1 sweet potatoes has been re- 
duced from 24 to 20 ounces this} 
year.” Because of this, potatoes 
that were set early should be dug 
before too many large ones de- 
velop. Markets prefer medium 
sized sweet potatoes and even 
though the total yield may be 
reduced slightly the more desir- 
able size should bring better 
prices.
